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BIBLIOMANIA. 


We do not wonder at the large sums expended on the autographs of 
celebrated authors. Any one who has looked at the first draft of “‘ Pa- 
radise Lost” in Trinity College Library, or who has turned over the 
leaves of Lather’s “ Isaiah” at Heidelberg, must have found himself all 
but in contact with the great departed. ‘There is such a story in every 
plot; so much of character in every fantasia and flourish of the pen; 
such meaning in every word erased or interlined, that such a holograph 
answers most of the purposes of a personal intimacy, and, in the case of 
dark or disputed passages, it would be the best of commentaries. 

Collectors of autographs are now so numerous that large prices are 
paid for the mere signature of such men as Sir Thomas More, or Lord 
Bacon, or Oliver Cromwell ; and, were one of the four or five veritable 
“ Will Shakspeares” in the market on one of these dog-days, it is hard 
to say Where their frenzy would carry the competitors. But manu- 
scripts of intrinsic interest or importance are objects of rational ambi- 
tion; and, as indications of the value set on the filings and gold-dust of 
history by the present generation, it is well to record the amounts which 
they occasionally bring. For instance, in the last month of May, £71 
were paid for a letter of Charles I. to the Marquis of Ormond, in which 
he declares war preferable to a dishonorable peace, and prefers “the 
chance of warr then [than] to give my consent to any such allowance of 
popery as must evidently bring destruction.” 

At the same sale—Mr. Baker’s—£40 10s. were paid for a letter to 
Lady Strafford from her husband, then a prisoner in the Tower, in which 
he expresses his belief that there was nothing capital in the charges 
against him, or that “‘at the worste, His Majesty will pardon all.” At 
the sale of the Macartney library, in January, 1854, two volumes of let- 
ters by Andrew Marvel, and others, addressed to Sir G. Downing, Brit- 
ish Minister to the States-General in the time of Charles II., realized 
£152. The last time that the original of Gray’s “ Elegy” was offered 
for sale it brought £131; and “ Scot’s wha hae,” by Robert Burns 
fetched thirty guineas. But, perhaps, the largest sum for a single manu- 
script, combining historical interest with the value of a much-prized 
autograph, was offered in America a few years ago. The subject of 
competition was a paper of eight pages, in the handwriting of George 
Washington; containing his address to the people of the United States at 
the close of his second presidentship, in which he positively declines a 
re-election. We believe that it realized 2,300 dollars, and was purchas- 
ed by Mr. Lenox, whose library is remarkable for its treasures illustra- 
tiveof American history and its almost une ualled collection of English 
Bibles. At Mr. Dawson Turner’s sale, £2,000 were paid for four volumes 
of manuscripts, the real attraction being one of the four which contain- 
ed letters by Bradford and other reformers and martyrs. It was bought 
by the British Museum. 

However, many of our readers will be more surprised at the prices paid 

Jor printed books, especially as most of these books have little to re- 
commend them except their oldness or their oddity. It sometimes hap- 
pens that a single impression or a very few copies of some costly work 
are thrown off on vellum or silk or satin; and large collections of such 
useless luxuries have occasionally been brought together at an enormous 
expense. Some men of wealth have taken a fancy for books which have 
been privately printed; or which have been burned by the hangman ; 
or Which have in any way brought their authors into trouble: and, as 
in the case of the “ Vinegar Bible,” a typographical error has sometimes 
made the fortune of a book, especially if it is an error which only oc- 





curred in early impressions and was corrected in later copies of the same 
edition. But the two elements which chiefly enhance the market price 
of old books are the interest now felt in the history of printing, and 
the zeal with which thaadmirers of favorite authors collect copies of 
every known edition. 

The first book which Caxton printed with a date was the “ Recuyell 
of the Historyes of Troye,” 1471; and for a copy gf this work a thou- 
sand guineas were paid at the famous Roxburghe sale. 

But there are certain books deservedly popular, the early and pecu- 
liar editions of which form an interesting collection. In the Town Li- 
brary of Trieste there are 772 editions of “Petrarch’s Poems,” 
and one hundred and twenty-three of the works of Pope Pius the Se- 
cond (Eneas Sylvius Piccolomini) ; and it would need a separate build- 
ing to hold all the editions of Shakspeare or Bunyan, along with the 
various literature which their works have called into existence. With- 
in the last ten or twelve months a copy of Matthews’ Bible, 1537, has 
sold for £150 ; Cranmer’s, 1539, for £121; OCoverdale’s, 1535, for £365. 
First editions of Shakspeare have repeatedly sold for sums varying from 
£160 to £250. 

In the British Museum is a translation into Italian verse of the first 
letter of Columbus, relating his discovery of the West Indies, and of 
which it is believed that there is no other copy. It extends to only four 
leaves, and was bought for £75; probably the most costiy typographi- 
cal fragment in existence. But the glories of all similar rarities must 
yield to the famous Valdarfer Boccaccio. It was a small folio, in faded 
yellow morocco, of date 1471, which had long kept its station in the 
library of the great book-buying Duke of Roxburghe, and which was 
believed to be the only perfect copy of the famous story-teller. At the 
dispersion of the ducal collection, it was to be sold on the 17th of June, 
1812; and it may amuse our readers to transcribe Dr. Dibdin’s most en- 
thusiastic account of the contest it occasioned :— 

“The rain fell in torrents as we alighted from the carriage ; the room 
was crowded to excess; and a sudden darkness which came across gave 
rather an additional interest to the scene. Mr. Evans prefaced the put- 
ting up of the article by an appropriate oration, in which he expatiated 
upon its excessive rarity, and concluded by informing the << 
the excessive regret, and even ‘ anguish of heart,’ expressed by M. Van 
Praet, that such a treasure was not at that time to be found in the im- 
perial collection at Paris, Silence followed the address of Mr. Evans. 
On his right hand, leaning against the wall, stood Earl § A lit- 
tle lower down, and standing at right angles with his ] P appeared 
the Marquis of Blandford. My Lord Althorp stood a little 4 
to the right of his father, Earl Spencer. Such was the ground taken up 
by the adverse hosts. The honor of firing the first shot was due toa 
gentleman of Shropshire, unused to this species of warfare, and who 
seemed to recoil from the reverberation of the report himself had made. 
‘One hundred guineas!’ he exclaimed. Again a pause ensued ; but anon 
the biddings rose rapidly to five hundred guineas. Hitherto, however, 
it was evident that the ae was but masked and desultory. At length 
all random shots gee the champions before named stood gallant- 
ly up to each other. ‘A thousand guineas!’ were bid by Earl Spencer, 
to which the marquis added ‘ten.’ You might have heard a pin drop. 
All eyes were turned—all breathing well-nigh stopped—every sword 
was put home within its scabbard, except that which each of these cham- 
pions brandished. ‘ Two thousand pounds are offered by the uis!’ 
Then it was that Earl Spencer, as a prudent began to of 
a useless effusion of blood and expenditure of ammunition, seeing that 
his adversary was as fresh and resolute as at the onset. For a quarter 
of a minute he paused, when my Lord Althorp advanced one step for- 
ward, as if to supply his father with another spear for the purpose of 
renewing the contest. The father and son for a few seconds converse 
apart, and the biddings are resumed. ‘Two thousand two hundred and 
fifty pounds!’ said Lord Spencer. The spectators are now absolutely 
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electrified. The marquis quietly adds his usual ‘ten,’ and there is an 
end of the contest. As the hammer fell, its echo was heard in the li- 
braries of Rome, of Milan, and St. Mark.”—(Dibdin’s “ Decameron,” 
vol. iii, p. 64.) 

It was said that the successful competitor, afterward Duke of Marl- 
borough, was prepared to go as far as £5,000. 

While such rarities are bringing their weight in gold, it is pleasant 
to know that the most valuable books are also the most attainable. The 
sum expended on a daily cigar would soon surround the young man who 
reads these lines with the best of the British classics; and the “ Book 
of books” may now be obtained for less money than a loaf of bread.—- 
National Magazine. 





LITERATURE AND EDUCATION IN ICELAND. 

In a well-lighted apartment, under the roof of the church, is kept the 
public library of Reikiavik, consisting of two or three thousand books, 
Danish, Icelandic, and English, many of them being presents sent from 
a distance. I could not find any remarkable old books or manuscripts 
in this establishment; it seemed to be chiefly designed for popular use. 
The inhabitants of the town are allowed to have books from it for a dol- 
lar (2s. 3d.) each per annum, and about sixty take advantage of the priv- 
ilege. I observed several of Mr. Dicken’s novels, some of Marryatt’s, a 
copy of Hume and Smollet. Two of Goldsmith’s Animated Nature, and 
some of the publications of the United States’ government. 

We next went to see the school, which is a long goodly building, situ- 
ate on a slope to the east of the town. To find, in an island of 200 miles 
in linear extent, and containing 60,000 inhabitants, strictly speaking, but 
one public seat of education of any kind, is somewhat startling to a stran- 
ger. Such is the fact. There is not and never has been, one juvenile 
seminary in Iceland, and this simply because the population is too scat- 
tered to admit of any auch arrangement. The father teaches his chil- 
dren by the winter fireside ; they teach their children again; and such 
is the only education which the bulk of the people obtain. Strange to 
say, they all read, and have, generally speaking, a taste for reading; and 
few English or Scotchmen write so neatly as these islanders do. The 
school at Reikiavik is an establishment for advancing the education of a 
select number of the youth of Iceland. About sixty lads between the 
ages of fourteen and eighteen attend it, most of them having a view to the 
learned professions. It is, however, only a kind of gymnasium or academy ; 
and those who desire the special instructions fitting them to be priests, 
lawyers, or medical men, must pass to the university of Copenhagen. I 

found a suit of good class-rooms for the various branches, the Danish, 
French, and English languages, mathematics, natural philosophy, natu- 
ral history, &c.; a set of dormitories for a certain number of the pupils 
—the rest living with friends in the town—and cabinets containing min- 
erals and zoological specimens. The whole establishment seemed to be 
satisfactory in every respect but that of ventilation. The superintend- 
ing rector, Mr. Jonson, is obviously a man of vigorous intellect and good 
acquirements. As the establishment is supported by the Danish gov- 
ernment, no fees are charged; and it of course becomes necessary to ad- 
mit to it only such youth as can give assurance of turiing its instructions 
to good account. 

The zealous cultivation of literature in Iceland during the last six 
centuries, and its remarkable productions, the sagas and eddas—histories 
and romantic poems—have excited the interest of all visitors. I am free 
to own that I can form no image of literary life more touching, or more 
calculated to call forth respect and veneration, than that of such a man 
as the Icelandic priest Thorlakson, who produced a beautiful translation 
of Paradise Lost, and many original works of distinguished merit, in the 
small inner room of a mere cottage which formed his parsonage, while 
his family concerns were going on in an equally small outer apartment, 
and his entire annual income did not exceed what is often given in Eng- 
land for the writing of an article ina magazine. Inquiry regarding the 
present state of literature in Iceland was a matter of course. So far asI 
could learn, the love of letters is still a more vivid passion in Iceland 
than the circumstances of the country would lead one to expect. I had 





much pleasure in looking over Mr. Thordarson’s printing office jn Rei- 
kiavik, where I found two presses of improved construction, and saw in 
progress an Icelandic translation of the Odyssey by Mr. Egilsson, late 
president of the college, whose son, I was told, is also giving promise of 
being a good poet. The list of books printed and published by Mr. Thor. 
darson would surprise any one who thinks only of Iceland as a rude coun. 
try half buried in arctic snows. He is also the publisher of two out of the 
three native newspapers produced in Iceland—the Jngolfur, and Thiodol. 
Jur. An Icelandic newspaper, I may remark, is a small quarto sheet, 
like the English newspapers of the seventeenth century, produced at irreg- 
ular intervals, and sometimes consisting of two, sometimes of four leaves, 
according as the abundance of intelligence may determine, Ina country 
where there are no roads and no posts, that there should be newspapers 
of any kind is gratifying. I regret, however, to say that they are de. 
scribed as ofa violent, malcontent complexion.— Chambers’ Journal,

MARTIN LUTHER'S ACTIVITY. 

From 1517 to 1526, the first ten years of the Reformation, the num. 
ber of his publications was three hundred; from 1527 to 1536, the se. 
cond decade, the number was two hundred and thirty-two; and from 
1587 to 1546, the year of his death, the number was one hundred and 
eighty-three. His first book was published in November, 1517, and he 
died in February, 1546—an interval of 29 years and 4 months. In this 
time he published seven hundred and fifteen volumes—an average of more 
than twenty-five a year, or one a fortnight of his public life. He did not go 
through the manual labor of all this writing, it is true, for many of his 
published works were taken down from his lips by his friends; and it 
is also true, that several of the volumes were small enough to be de- 
nominated pamphlets; but many of them, also, are large and elaborate 
treatises. In the circumstances in which he wrote, his translation of 
the Bible alone would have been a gigantic task, even if he had hada 
life time to devote to it— Vt. Chronicle, 
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INCREASE IN BOOK BUSINESS. 


The book-making business in the United States is destined to an in- 
crease that will astonish our neighbors across the water. Readers in 
this country are not merely from among the most opulent and highly edu- 
cated classes. The universal diffusion of education has formed a great 
middling class of readers, to which the old world can furnish no par- 
allel; and our material prosperity has placed the means of gratifying s 
taste for literature within the reach of almost every family. 

There is another sign of the times at which all thinking men will re- 
joice. The age of “ yellow-covered” literature is passing away; and 
although a great many novels—some of them poor enough—are still 
published, yet the tendency is upwards; and the advent of two works 
from the most eminent historians of the two hemispheres, will turn the 
attention of the people still more to solid and useful reading. Nevels and 
romances hereafter to gain any thing like a general circulation, must con- 
tain something of poetry, elevated sentiment, historical portraiture 
or suggestions of socialimprovement. Love stories merely,—the shreds, 
patches, or centos of the romance of former generations, will be left to 
milliners’ apprentices and shop boys. 

To bring this about it was necessary for historians to learn what had 
fascinated the world so long, and instead of making their works dry 
and dead as genealogical trees, to clothe their characters and scenes 
with life, to picture social manners, to talk of the people and their 
affairs as well as of kings, diplomacy and battles, and thus interest the 
universal heart of man. In this new and living style of historical writ- 
ing, Macaulay and Prescott are the two most eminent examples; and 
that is the reason of their hold upon the reading public.—Boston Trans. 
cript.

that had imparted the peculiar color to the pulp, his wife, perceiving 
that no very great damage had been done, took courage and at once dis_ 
closed the secret ; for which she was afterwards rewarded in a remark- 
able manner by her husband, who being naturally pleased with an ad- 
vance of so much as four shillings per bundle, upon submitting the im- 
proved make to the London market, immediately purchased a costly 
scarlet cloak (somewhat more congenial to taste, in those days, it is pre- 
sumed, than it would be now), with much satisfaction to the sharer of 
his joy.—Herring’s Paper and Paper-making.

Historroat Socrery.—The regular Quarterly Meeting of the South 
Carolina Historical Society was held yesterday, in the Committee 
room of the Charleston Library—the President J. L. Pettigru, Esq., in 
the chair. 

The recording Secretary, Professor F. A. Porcher, announced a 
donation of manuscript documents of interest and value, which had 
been found among the papers of Dr. George Bellinger, of Ashepoo. 
This roll comprises :— 

An Essay on Government, and a form of Constitution for South 
Carolina, written by Dr. George Bellinger, in 1780, when a prisoner in 
Charleston. 

A letter from George Bellinger to his mother, written from Edin- 
burgh, in September, 1775, and referring to American affairs. 

An article from the Edinburgh Advertiser, of the 1st March, 1776, 
written by George Bellinger, then a student at medicine in Edinburgh. 

Some papers of observations, on the management of negroes, 
plantation economy, &c. 

This addition to the collection of the Society came from O. R. 
Carroll, Esq., of Barnwell, through B. R. Carroll, Esq., a zealous and 
devoted member of the Society. 

From Robert Hume, Esq., had been received two numbers of the 
Boston Price Current, for 1797-8. 

Dr. J. E. Holbrook presented a valuable and interesting map, ex- 
hibiting the topography of Charleston in 1780, with the military lines 
of defence and attack. 

Dr. Holbrook also offered a valuable collection of books, pamphlets, 
tracts, &c., as a gift from the Pennsylvania Historical Society. 

The thanks of the Society were duly rendered for all those accepta- 
ble tokens of interest and co-operation. 

The corresponding Secretary, W. J. Rivers, Esq., presented a report 
concerning his inquiries and correspondence generally, and especially 
relating to the acquisition of copies from the proper offices in London, 
of such records as are necessary to complete the series of our archives, 
and to elucidate our colonial history. 

W. H. Trescott, Esq., was elected a Vice-President, in the place of 
W. G. Simms, Esq., who declined. 

Wilmot G. De Saussure, Esq., was elected Treasurer, instead of Dr. 
A. B. Williman, who has necessarily vacated his office and his active 
membership by removal to Norfolk, Va. Dr. Williman was duly 
transferred to the class of corresponding members, to which relation 
also the Society elected the Rev. J. H. Thornwell, D.D., of the South 
Carolina College; Rev. W. M. Wightman, D.D., of Wofford College ; 
and R. W. Gibbes, M.D., of Columbia. Several names were proposed 
and received for active and resident membership. 

Professor Porcher read a graphically interesting sketch or memoir 
of local history, tradition, recollections, &c., of St. Stephen’s Parish. 

W. J. Rivers, Esq., gave a gratifying report of inquiries and labors 
he has been directing for some time to our earlier history, and espe- 
cially to the period included in the Port Royal settlement, and in the 
“Old Town” on the west of the Ashley. 

It was decided to hold a special meeting on Saturday, the 10th 
proximo.— Charleston Courier. 


We have lately received, from an American correspondent, two vol- 
umes to which we would draw the attention of our readers. The first, 
which is privately printed, is in a great measure a selection from the 
“ Shippen MSS.,” which are to appear under the superintendence of the 
editor of the work before us, which is entitled Letters and Papers re- 
lating chiefly to the Provincial History of Pennsylvania, with some 
Notices of the Writers. It is a curious, and, to the future historian, will 
be a most useful volume ; for though consisting of miscellaneous letters, 
accounts, &c., selected from the MSS. we have referred to, and which 
selections the editor justly describes as being “ of some, though not 
remarkable value ;” yet, the genealogical information so industriously 
collected by the editor, and the numerous allusions to passing events 
contained in the letters, and the frequent glimpses which they afford 
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of the state of society at the period when they were written—“ in the 
old time when George III. was King,”—many, indeed before his acces- 
sion—will, we are quite sure, be hereafter turned to godt account by 
the Macaulay of America. 

The other volume to which we referred, Papers in Relation to the 
Case of Silas Deane, is the first work issued by “The Seventy-six So- 
ciety,” lately established at Philadelphia for the publication and repub- 
lication of books and papers relating to the American Revolution. The 
many societies established in America for a like purpose—its centenary, 
and other associations—must result in such a body of evidence, having 
relation to the general and the local governments and people, as no 
other nation can hope to rival. We trust, however, that our transatlan- 
tic friends will excuse us if we remind them that many works—the one 
before us for example—derive their interest from the fact of their being 
contemporary documents; necessarily, therefore, colored with the pas- 
sions and prejudices, good or bad as may be, of the hour ; and ought to 
be carefully edited, that the casual reader, as he must have the bane, 
may have the antidote before him. In these papers, now published, sus- 
picion is thrown on the conduct of one of the most illustrious of Amer- 
ican citizens, which a competent editor wou'd have proved groundless 
in a single note-—London Notes and Queries. 


Professor Jewett, late of the Smithsonian Institute, has been com- 
pelled to resign his professorship, in consequence of the pressure of pri- 
vate business, which will oblige him to reside in Boston. 


Lisraries aT Wasntnetoy.—A correspondent of the National 
Intelligencer, noticing the fact that the Peabody Institute in Danvers, 
with a library of only 5,000 volumes, has “over 1,400 regular sub- 
scribers, says: 

“The Washington Library has been in existence probably thirty 
years, and contains over 10,000 volumes, many of them standard his- 
torical and scientific works, with all the publications made by the 
Government and the Smithsonian Institution presented to the library, 
yet, with a population of near 60,000 inhabitants, this valuable library 
has near fifty subscribers /” 


A Speomen or Incenvrry.—The Sunday Despatch says: “We 
have witnessed in the Tribune office the working of a very ingenious 
machine for distributing type. It is the invention of Victor Beaumont, 
and will distribute 12,000 ems an hour. Elevated ona stand is a cir- 
cular plate, surrounded with boxes to receive the letters. In the 
surface of this plate are grooves (thirty in number, which may be in- 
creased or diminished) to receive the lines of type as they are used in 
printing. By an ingenious contrivance he can put the lines in place at 
the rate of about one each second. When the lines are adjusted, the 
plate is given an eccentric rotary motion, when it strikes regularly at 
different points, ‘a kind of finger, ‘sliding the line along the groove 
into a corresponding one in a broad hoop surrounding the plate. But 
if the point of contact is not the place for the external letter, the 
letter does not go out, it being retained by its peculiar nick, each type 
having different nicks from any or all of the others. He has a process 
for nicking type already cast. We see nothing to hinder its entire 
success, if it does not too easily get out of repair.” 


We regret to announce the decease of Dr. T. Romeyn Beck, at 
Albany, on Sunday last. Dr. Beck was the author of several valuable 
and popular works, and he is best known to the book trade by his 
work on Medical Jurisprudence, which has met with an unprecedented 
sale for a work of its character, having passed through five American, 
one German, and four London editions. In his connection with the 
State Library, Dr. Beck has been of great service, not only in adding 
many rare works, but also in producing a very valuable catalogue. 


* By a late report of the Wisconsin Historical Society, we find that 
their Library has been largely increased by donations and purchases. 
This evidence of the interest taken in so new a State is very grati- 


fying. 





InterEsTING Retics.—At a meeting of the descendants of Isra¢] 
Putnam, recently, a number of articles were exhibited, which served ag 
reminiscences of by-gone and perilous times. The original commission, 
issued by order of the Continental Congress, dated 19th June, 1775, 
and signed by John Hancock, was brought from Mississippi by W, W. 
Putnam, and was an object of much interest. The military coat which 
the General wore in the war of the Revolution was forwarded by A. 
W. Putnam, Esq., of Tennessee. A bullet mould was exhibited, anq 
also a powder horn of curious workmanship, on which was delineateg 
the route of the army from Albany to Fort William Henry, together 
with all the stations between those points; and it bears the following 
inscription :— 

W. A. R. 
Capt. Israel Putnam’s horn, made at Fort William Henry, Nov. the 10th, 
A. D. 1776. 
Wher bows and weighty spears were used in fight, 
’T were nervous limbs declared a man of might ; 
But now, Gun-Powder scorns such strength to own, 
And Heroes not by limbs, but souls are shown! 


The corner stone of the Peter Hertzog Theological Hall, at New 
Brunswick, was laid on Thursday, in the presence of the President, Pro. 
fessors, and students of Rutgers College. Mrs. Hertzog, the donor of 
$30,000 for the building, was also present. An address was also deli- 
vered by the Rev. Dr. Bethune, of Brooklyn, and the stone was laid by 
Rev. Dr. Ludlow.

Specimens of the plan 
adopted in this revision have been sent to England, and we notice that 
the plan of the work is highly commended by some of the ablest 
scholars and critics. The last number of the London Literary Journal, 
after stating that the American revision “appears to be dictated by a 
sound judgment,” adds that, “ While our trans-Atlantic friends are | 
thus laudably engaged in the work of a new version, a publication 
somewhat akin to it is favorably progressing here. This is, ‘The | 
English Bible, containing the Old and New Testaments, according to 
the authorized Version; newly divided into paragraphs: with concise 
Introductions to the several books, and with maps and notes illustra- 
tive of the chronology, history, and geography of the Holy Scriptures; 
containing also the most remarkable variations of the ancient versions, 
and the chief results of modern criticism.’” It says, “the divisions 
jnto sections and paragraphs, instead of the old one of chapters and 
verses, is calculated materially to assist the student of Holy Writ, 
while the notes are judicious and concise, and the typography 
excellent.” 

Quite a controversy has arisen in England in regard to the Chinese 
version of the Scriptures published by the British Bible Society. On 
this subject an octavo volume has just been published, entitled, ““ Who 
is God in China, Shin or Shang-Te?” By the Rev. 8. C. Malan, M.A. 
(London: Bagster.) Mr. Malan’s octavo is principally directed against 
a small pamphlet, entitled “Shin vs. Shang-Te: Antagonistic versions 
of the Chinese Scriptures. By a Life-member of the Bible Society, of 
thirty years standing.” It is no new or uncommon thing in England 
tohave the translations of the Bible Society objected to and severely 


criticised.— Transcript.

Some Americans being in company with the Abbe at 
Paris, questioned the truth of the story, alleging that no such law had 
ever existed in New England. The Abbe maintained the authority 
of his history, till he was interrupted by Dr. Franklin, who was pre- 
sent, and after listening for some time in silence to the dispute, said :— 
“Tean account for all this. You took the anecdote from a news- 
paper of which I was at that time editor; and happening to be very 
short of news, I composed and inserted the whole story.”

At a meeting of the Regents of the University, held November 12, 
1855, the Hon. William H. Seward, Professor Louis Agassiz, and Hon. 
F. C. Gray were invited to deliver addresses on the occasion of the re- 
opening of the State Cabinet of Natural History expected to take place 
during the meeting of the American Association for the advancement 
of Science, appointed to be held at Albany in the month of August 
next.

W. Derby, of Cincinnati, has donated to the Indiana University, 
Bloomington, fifteen hundred dollars worth of books, to be selected

Resolved, That the Building Committee be requested to finish an 
alcove in the new Library room for the reception of these books, and 
that, as a perpetual memorial of the generosity of the donor; there be 
inscribed above the alcove these words: “The gift of Henry W. 
Derby, Esq., of Cincinnati.” 

An immense unpublished MSS. of Cotton Mather, his Illustrations 
of the Sacred Scriptures, is stored in the Library of the Massachusetts 
Historical Society, where it is shown, in six volumes folio, of rough- 
edged whity-brown foolscap, written in the author’s round, exact hand, 
in double columns; its magnitude and forgotten theology bidding de- 
fiance to the enterprise of editors and publishers. Portions of his 
diary, a painful physchological curiosity, are also to be found there, 
including the torn leaf from which the invisible hand of witchcraft 
plucked a piece, according to his declaration, before his eyes. 


It has been decided at Hartford, Ct., that “ gift book” sales are not 
contrary to the intent of the Connecticut statutes in regard to lotteries. 
At New Haven, and at Springfield, Mass., a decision to the contrary 
has been given. 

The book trade of Philadelphia have contributed $20,000 to make 
up the $250,000 required by the Steubenville and Indiana Railroad 
Company, to ballast and equip their road.

FOREIGN. 

Sratistics of Newspapers.—As an illustration of the expansion of 
the newspaper trade, Mr. Simmonds mentioned that in 1841 there were 
505 newspapers in Great Britain, and in 1851 there were 1091. In 1801, 
16 millions of newspaper stamps were issued; in 1811, 244 millions; in 
1821, 25 millions ; in 1831, 33} millions ; in 1841, 60} millions; in 1851, 
nearly 90 millions. In the present year, so far as the returns go, they 
show at the rate of more than 100 millions, more than 50 millions being 
issued for the first half of the year. “‘ The Times” had made still greater 
progress in proportion, having a circulation of 8} millions in 1887, and 
in the present year at the rate, for the first six months, of 9 millions in 
the year. The nnmber of newspapers in Scotland in 1841 was 70, and 
the number of stamps taken by them was 4} millions. In 1851 the num- 
ber had increased to 117, using 7 millons of stamps. In the present 
year there were 151 newspapers, using, for the first six months, nearly 
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4} millions of stamps, or at the rate of more than 9 millions in the year. 
—-Mr. Simmonds at British Association Meeting. 


Enetann’s Great Wrirers.—Few will contest that the five most 
eminent English authors now living are Macaulay, Dickens, Tennyson, 
Bulwer Lytton, and Thackeray. Three of the five—Macaulay, Tenny- 
son, and Thackeray—were educated at Trinity College, Cambridge. 
Bulwer Lytton was also educated at Cambridge, at Trinity Hall; and 
Dickens is of no university. And again, the five most eminent English 
names in science and literature, equal to the most eminent of any age 
or country, are Bacon, Newton, Shakspeare, Milton, and Byron. 
Three of the five—Bacon, Newton, and Byron—were educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge ; Milton was also educated at Cambridge, 
at Christ’s College; and Sha speare was of no university.—London Jl. 
News. 


Eprrors 1n PartiaMent.—The press in England certainly cannot 
complain that it is not fairly represented in high places. The London 
Atheneum says :—*‘ There are more proprietors, editors, and correspon- 
dents of public journals in the present House of Commons than at any 
previous period. Among leading debaters in that House are to be found 
some of the most powerful writers of the day. The Chancellors of the 
Exchequer are men who have occupied equally distinguished positions 
in Literature, and the Lords Lieutenant of Ireland are elegant essayists, 
pleasant versifiers, and accomplished authors of diaries. In fact, the 
distinction and antagonism between the worlds of politics and literature 
seem fast dying out to the advantage of both, we would fain believe. 
While the one becomes more enlightened, it is to be hoped the other 
will gain in robustness and healthiness of tone.” 


The ten daily political journals of Paris gave a total circulation of 
161,000, viz:—La Presse 41,000, Le Siecle 36,000, Le Constitutionnel 
26,000, Le Peys, 16,000, La Patrie 17,000, Le Journal des Debats 9,000, 
L’Assembly Nationale, 5,000, L’Union 4,000, and La Gazette de la 
France 3,000. 


Mr. Maocavtay’s History or Excianp.—It appears that up to last 
Saturday the London subscription alone had reached 20,000 copies, and 
14,000 for the provinces; total, 34,000 copies; and the list is not closed 
yet. By the time it is closed, there is now every probability that the 
subscription will reach to 40,000, so that the advertised day of delivery, 
December 4, will have to be considerably prorogued, as the number 
cannot be produced in the time. The cost to the public of these 80,000 
volumes (40,000 copies,) the price of the work being £1 16s., would be 
£70,000; and if placed in a line, side by side, the thickness of each be- 
ing twe inches, they would extend more than two miles and a half, the 
exact length being 13,338 feet 4 inches.—Liverpool Albion. 


Tye Writixes or Swepensorc.—Rev. Augustus Chissold, M.A., a 
minister of the Church of England, has just given £3,000 to the Swe- 
denborg Printing Society, London—a society for printing and publish- 
ing the writings of Swedenborg. The same gentleman’s sister has also 
endowed the same society with £25 a year for ever. General Count 
La Casas, the friend and associate of Napoleon at St. Helena, has re- 
cently left a considerable sum of money for the purpose of defraying 
the expenses of translating and publishing the works of Swedenborg 
into French. A few admirers of Swedenborg in England have just 
sent subscriptions, to the amount of £1,500, to Dr. Taffel, of the Tubin- 
gen University, Wurtemburg, to assist him in translating and publish- 
ing the writings in German. 


In 1854, the total number of Periodical publications in Germany, was 
2,025, of which 403 were Political Journals, and 1,622 Miscellaneous, 
Among this number, there were 208 Political, and 478 Miscellaneous pub- 
lished in Southern Germany, (Austria, Bavaria, Wurtenberg, Baden ;) 
and in North Germany, (Prussia, Hanover, Brunswick, etc.) there were 
130 Political and 695 Miscellaneous. Saxony and the other States in 
Central Germany possessed at the same time 65 Political and 449 Mis- 
cellaneons. In the same year, Germany comprised in all, 2,000 Rook- 





stores, including 400 Dealers in Music and Engravings. There Were 
also 1,679 Printing Offices, with 3,405 Hand Presses , and 971 Steam 
Presses. Besides this, there were 1,119 Lithographic Establishments, 
with 3,119 Presses. The number of works which appear yearly, ex. 
ceed 10,000. The manufacture of paper has also increased very won. 
derfully. In 1832, nearly 12,000 quintals was imported into Germany ; in 
1852, on the contrary, 40,000 quintals was exported. 


Count Ouwaroff, a distinguished Russian philologist, and the author of 
several highly esteemed works, has just died. He was for some time 
president of the Academy of Science at St. Petersburg. 


From the Berlin royal library in 1751 there were 25,000; 1852, 27,- 
000; and in 1853, 33,500 works lent out to read. There has just been 
purchased for it a curious and valuable collection of Arabian MSS., 193 
in number, also a codex of the long-lost poem by Sigbert von Jembloux, 
on the Theban martyrs, and the MS. copy of Goethe’s first arrangement 
of Iphigenia. 

The library of Renouard, the historian of the Aldi and Stephani, has 
been sold in Paris. The highest price given for a single book was 9,200 
francs, for Tullii Orationes, Venice, Naldurfer, 1471, printed on vellum, 
Virgilius, Aldus, 1527, 8vo, 1,600 francs.—Horatius, Aldus, 1501, 8vo, 
500 francs. Platonis Opera, (in Greek,) Aldus, 1513, folio, with the 
signature of Rabelais in it, 550 francs. A great number of modern 
works (of the eighteenth century chiefly) printed on vellum, or large 
paper, brought prices ranging from 200 to 1,000 francs. Tasso’s Aminta, 
Paris, 1801, 12mo. vellum, brought 710 francs, but this was owing toa 
drawing contained in it by Prudhom, “the French Correggio.” The 
original manuscript of Paul et Virginie brought 700 francs. 


CampBripce Worxkina-Men’s Cottece.—The building of this instita- 
tion is being formed at the rear of the premises in Market Hill. It con- 
sists of a suite of three class-rooms, separated, or rather united by fold- 
ing-doors, and forming, when opened up, one large hall, or lecture- 
room, capable of accommodating two hundred persons. Ventilation 
and warming have been attended to, and the college will shortly be 
opened with evening classes.— Zhe Builder. 


The Royal Library of Stockholm has received through the Consul of 
Sweden, at Montevideo, two very rare works, the first is entitled Tesoro 
de la lengua Guarani prepared by Father Antonio Ruez, 4to Madrid, 
1639. The second is entitled Arte de lengua Guarani by the same 
author, 4to Madrid, 1639, the last contains also a Catechism. The 
Guarani was the idiom of the natives of South America, and is yet 
spoken in Paraguay, and the Province of Corrientes. 


The Piedmontese Gazette announces that Silvio Pellico’s correspon- 
dence will shortly be published, and invites all those who are in posses- 
sion of letters of that eminent writer, and wish them to appear in the 
collection, to send them to M. G. Stefani, at Turin. 


A Paris physician has just published a pamphlet with the title of 
“‘ The Physical and Moral Degeneration of the Human Race caused by 
Vaccination.” The startling theory that Jenner, who, for more than 
half a century has enjoyed the reputation of one of the greatest bene- 
factors of humanity that ever existed, was in fact the principal author 
of cholera and a host of modern diseases, has been broached | efore, but 
without exciting much attention. Now, however, the Imperial Acade- 
my of Medicine have placed the subject on their paper for discussion. 


DisrressEp Connections oF Deror anp Dr. Samvet Jounson.—The 
London Zimes of November 1st, contains two documents requesting pub- 
lic sympathy and assistance for persons connected with two of the most 
illustrious persons who have done honor to English literature. The first of 
these documents is a letter from Mr. Walter Savage Landor, who requests 
subscriptions for the relief of James Defoe, a great grandson of the au- 
thor of “ Robinson Crusoe,” who is living in deep poverty at Kenning- 
ton, and who is77 years old. The second is a letter signed by Mr. Thos. 
Carlyle, Mr. Charles Dickens and Mr. John Forster, requesting subscrip- 
tions to the amount of £400, for the purpose of purchasing an annuity 
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of £30 for the lives of two Misses Lowe, who are children of Mauritius 
Lowe, a painter and intimate friend of Dr. Johnson, and one of whom 
is Dr. Johnson’s godchild, to whom he bequeathed a legacy of £100. 

From the letter it appears that a memorial, requesting Lord Palmer- 
ston to grant a yearly pension from the literary fund to the Misses Lowe, 
has been signed by Mr. Hallam, Sir Jas. Stephens, the Bishop of Oxford, 
Mr. Thos. Carlyle, Mr. Alex. Dyce, Mr. B. W. Proctor, Sir ©. L. East- 
lake, Mr. John Forster, the Right Hon. T. B. Macaulay, Mr. Thackeray, 
Mr. Alfred Tennyson, Mr. A. W. Fonblanque, Mr. Charles Dickens, Sir 
E. B. Lytton, the Rev. J. R. Gleig, Professor Owen, Sir Roderick Mur- 
chison, the Right Hon. B. D’Israeli, and Dean Milman. Lord Palmer- 
ston was unable to comply with the request, but granted a donation of 
£100 from another fund. An appeal is consequently made to the pub- 
lic, in order to raise the means of purchasing an annuity of £30, which, 
with the pittances which the Misses Lowe already possess, will enable 
them to exist. 


At the last sitting of the Geographical Society of Paris, Mr. Squier, 
former Chargé from the United States to Central America, placed be- 
fore it a large drawing of the Isthmus of Honduras, showing the direc- 
tion to be taken by the the Inter-Oceanic Railway, which is intended to 
unite the Gulf of Mexico and the Pacific Ocean. All the details of this 
great line have been the object of a series of surveys, which established 
the possibility of easily crossing the Cordilleras. The Honduras Rail- 
way, he stated, has the advantage over all the other projects of commu- 
nication across Central America of possessing excellent ports at each of 
its extremities—Porto Cabello on one side, and Fonseca on the other. 
All the surveys have been completed, and the execution of the line will 
soon be commenced.
